Wisconsin Cash Reward and Educational Laws Attacked in Courts but Sustained; In 


Epochal Opinion; Movement Spreads to Commonwealths ,

The argument was also 
nade^hat even if the ki\v was endorsed, still it 
would be unconstitutional as the money wouM 
be raised for a mere charitable purpose—a gift 
v.-hicli the state had no right to make. They

The people did not consider the payment as

Both bonus laws provided for raising the 


money to pay the sarce. in part by a tax 
on property and in part by.a surtax on in- 
comes. Wisconsin has an effective income 
tax law, and it was not difficult to estimate 
what a given surtax or additional rate on 
incomes would produce. It was this surtax 
that caused the most painful apprehension 
in the minds of the war profiteers, first, be- 
cause it applied to the incomes of the year 
101S and second, because it was a distinct 
recognition of the economic principles of 
taxation that those best able to pay should 
bear the largest share of the burdens of 
government. .The profiteer's excessive pro- 
fits were in a measure endangered but as 
both bills carried reasonable exemptions, 
both for persons and corporations, none but 
those who could well afford to pay would be 
reached by the increased income tax.
